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But the purpose of this book is not to con- 
vince you of the advantages of home owning. 
Generations of poets and preachers and teach- 
ers and successful men before you have con- 
vinced you already. The fact that you are 
reading these lines and are about to examine 
the plans that follow is evidence of it. 


What you want now is to know what kind 
of home to build, and to see it, so far as it is 
possible for paper and ink to show you what 
it will look like and how it will be laid out far 
in advance of actual construction. This book 
has been prepared and is presented in the hope 
that it will fulfill that purpose. 

Here are a wide variety of houses and 
plans showing numerous different layouts. 
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HOW TO USE THIS BOOK 


Just as in selecting other articles for every day 
use, the wise prospective home builder sees as wide 
a variety of homes as possible before making his 
decision. 

Many a time a family who have started out to 
build a small house have ended up in building a 
larger one; and on the other hand, many who have 
felt they needed a mansion have found, after look- 
ing at well drawn plans, that a smaller and less ex- 
pensive house would do just as well. Mere size is 
not all that counts; it is livability that you want to 
look for. A big man wouldn’t buy a small coat, for 
he wouldn’t be comfortable in it. On the other hand, 
a little man in a big coat would look ludicrous and 
would waste a lot of good material beside. Like- 
wise, a home must fit the requirements of the family 
occupying it. 

What You Find In These Plans 

In preparing the plans for the houses in this book, 
family needs have been always in the minds of the 
architects. “Give them as much comfort and con- 
venience as you possibly can” is the guiding motive 
of the draughting room. As a result, you will find, 
if you examine these plans carefully, about the most 
commodious, livable, convenient houses that you ever 
saw anywhere. Houses that you would never in the 
world guess, from the outside, to be what they are, 
are found to contain four bedrooms, possibly two 
baths, a living room approximating four hundred 
square feet in area, abundant closets, convenient com- 
munication between rooms, accessible stairways, and 
other details of good planning. It takes years and 
years of experience in planning homes and an in- 
timate acquaintance with the needs and wants of 
discriminating home builders to produce such plans. 
That experience and knowledge are back of every 
plan in this book. 

As a prospective home owner there are two ways 
in which you can produce a home of your own: you 
can buy one already built, or you can build it your- 
self. 

There are advantages in the latter method. When 
you build you can build to suit yourself. You can 
have just as large or as small a house as you please. 
You can have in it all those little things which you 
like—a closet here, a pantry there, a downstairs bed- 
room or toilet, a storage attic, or what not. And you 
don’t have to have in it things that you don’t want. 

Decide Upon What Size House 

The first thing to decide upon is what size house 
you want. The size and character of your family 
will determine that, for upon the needs of the family 
the number of bedrooms is determined. The other 
rooms are taken as a matter of course, unless you 
wish to or must omit the dining room, porches and 
extra rooms. 

If you have already bought your lot, that will 
probably affect the size of your house. Because of 
the increasing tendency toward smaller and smaller 
lots, most of the plans in this book have been selected 
with the idea in mind of presenting as wide a variety 
as possible of houses for narrow lots. You will find 
any number of plans here that are only 24 feet wide, 
and some less—plans which will fit on lots -as nar- 
row as 30 feet in many communities. Most of these 
houses are small ones, naturally, for usually the 


family who can afford a large house can afford a 
wider lot for it. There are, however, quite a number 
of relatively large houses for lots of 30 and 40 foot 
widths. ; 

Fit the House to Your Site 

Your lot decided upon, then you must find a house 
to fit it. Width isn’t the only consideration. Orienta- 
tion, or how the house will face, is important. There 
is just one thing that is of rather great importance 
here and that is, avoid if you can, a plan which puts 
the porch on the north side of the house, particularly 
should it be on the living room side. This is be- 
cause you want as much light as possible to reach 
the living room and also because a porch on the 
north is not usable as long as a porch on any other 
side of the house. 

There are other things that the orientation of the 
house influences, too, but they are of relative im- 
portance. For example, it is pleasant to have the 
early morning sun at breakfast time and usually not 
so pleasant to have the hot west sun in summer for 
the evening meal, so try to find a plan that provides 
your dining room with an east exposure if possible. 
Then again, it is usually well to think about the 
situation of the principal bedroom or bedrooms. In 
the latitude of Chicago, for instance the prevailing 
breezes in summer are from the south and west. 
Therefore a house in which the bedrooms have an 
exposure in one or both of those directions, is apt 
to be more comfortable at night than a house not 
so placed with respect to the points of the compass. 


Your Lumber Dealer Will Give You Costs 

Finally, the matter of cost will enter into your 
decision on the house you build. Unlike automobiles 
and other factory-made articles, there is no standard 
price on any house that will fit all communities. 
Local conditions govern building costs to a great 
extent. Therefore it is your lumber dealer or con- 
tractor and builder who can best give you a reliable 
cost estimate on your prospective home, and no one 
else. Others may guess and have opinions; your 
dealer or contractor can actually figure and know— 
and he will stand by his figure. Therefore, for def- 
inite cost information consult your dealer. He will 
take a personal interest in you and your building 
plans and you will find him a very valuable friend 
and advisor on building problems. 

Just one more word about costs. Remember, a 
home is about the only necessity of life you will ever 
buy which you will think of as costing so much in a 
lump sum. You pay your grocery bill daily or 
monthly, and it is only a small fraction of the cost 
of a home. You buy your clothes seasonally or 
yearly and never think of how much you pay for 
them as a whole. But do you ever stop to realize 
that you buy a house but once and that the cost of 
it—your lifetime home—is as a rule only from one 
twentieth to one fourth of what you pay for your 
lifetime food or your lifetime clothes? If you do 
stop to think about this, then you will realize that 
you are entirely justified in buying the best possible 
home you can afford, even if you have to stretch a 
point to do so, for remember, you can’t borrow 
money on what you spend for food and clothing, but 


you can borrow money on what you spend for a 
home.

AVE you a good front view for your house? If so, consider well what The Kirkland offers 
] he you. A long front porch will enable you to enjoy your front vista by day and in the evening 
you can sit out on the balcony upstairs. The porch can be easily screened for summer occupancy. 


Kirkland Note the two wide windows in the dining room that enable you to look out as you dine. 
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HIS house is nearly square but doesn’t look it. That is because of the manner in which the 


main roof is brought down.over the sun parlor. The design is built around the heavy, 
shoulderless chimney which provides for the living room fireplace. Note the generous closet space 
upstairs. This house would look well in any material, but shingles, stained to suit yourself, are 
suggested. Note that the shingles have irregular butts. 
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PLEASING RESULTS WITH ORDINARY MATERIALS 


O have an attractive house you don’t need to spend a lot of money nor to 

build a mansion. Just use good sense in the matter of proportions and the 
spacing of the openings and proper disposition of simple materials and you will 
have pleasing results no matter on how small a scale you build. This little five 
room bungalow is an example. It is built of ordinary everyday wooden shingles. 
On the roof they are laid with every fifth course doubled so as to give texture to 
the surface. Much of the attractiveness here is of course due to the small panes 
of the windows, for they presérve the scale of the units of the shingled walls. 
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A PORCH ON TWO SIDES INSURES SUMMER COMFORT 


HIS porch not only extends 

around on the side of the 
house, but practically all of it is 
usable as an outdoor living room in 
summer, because the entrance to 
the house is on one corner and 
people going in and coming out of 
the house do not disturb those on 
the porch. The sleeping porch up- 
stairs, with its high windows, is an 
unusual feature of this plan. 
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HERE’S lots of livable space crowded into this house, which is only 24 feet 

wide across the front. It is just right for the family requiring three bed- 
rooms. If still more room is needed, the attic can be finished off and a room or 
two arranged up there. The windows in the gables and dormers furnish plenty 
of light and ventilation. Note the location of the hallway in this plan. It sep- 
arates the dining room from the kitchen—a good arrangement, for it keeps kitchen 
odors out of the house—and likewise gives more privacy to the bathroom. The 
kitchen in The Blaine is unusually large—just the thing for the large family. 
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ENTRAL halls cost money—you can’t get around that. But in The Kirby 
you do get around the central hall so common to most Colonial houses by 
omitting it altogether. The result is not only a less expensive house, but also a 
larger living room and one in which a graceful open stairway is of considerable 
architectural importance. When you realize that this little house is only slightly 
over six hundred square feet on the ground, and yet you have really large down- 
stairs rooms and two good-sized bedrooms upstairs, then you can understand how 
important good planning is. The plain, unbroken roof is not only economical, but 
also makes a more attractive, dignified house. 
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A LIVING ROOM-SUN PARLOR ARRANGEMENT YOU WILL LIKE 


le is such an arrangement as you rarely see in so small a house. It gives you 
practically 4385 square feet of living room when both doors are opened to the 
sun parlor, yet on cold evenings when you want to sit by the fire, these doors 
can be closed and the living room becomes almost an ingle nook. Upstairs the 
three bedrooms are rich in closets and are supplemented by a large bathroom.

HERE is no rear porch on The Gage, and with the house only 24 feet from 

front to back, it will fit on a very shallow lot and still leave room in the 

back for a flower and vegetable garden. The Gage will also go well on the lot 

that slopes steeply in the rear, as for example on a hillside. Rear door deliveries 
are made on the side. Note the especially handy location of the refrigerator. 
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[e takes skill in planning to crowd into a little house only 22 by 30 in size as much comfort and 

convenience as you find in this house. Notice at once the location of the stair-way and fire- 
place—at opposite ends of the living room, leaving a maximum of usable floor area. The basement 
stair is under the main stair—an economical arrangement. The bedroom closets upstairs are big. 
enough for storage as well as clothes. 
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UNUSUAL 


HERE is a sort of vestibule between the living and dining rooms which gives unusual privacy 
to the latter, yet allows them direct connection. This space is by no means useless, for it 
provides a closet for the living room at one end and another at the foot of the stair in the hall.

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DARING DESIGN FOR A 


HE roof and entrance of 
this one-story house are 
very unusual but no more so 
than the tall French doors that 
open upon the living room. The 
mullion between them is orna-

mented with a turned molding 
that sets off the opening in just 
the right manner. A color spot 
is introduced in the round tile or 
terra cotta insert. These are de- 
tails best left to one who knows 
how to do them and not overdo 
them. A special feature of this 
plan is the sun parlor, which has 
a fireplace and is connected di- 
rectly with both the living room 
and dining room. 
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HE living room and dining room in 

this bungalow are thrown together 
by the wide cased opening between them, 
and a room 17 feet 6 inches wide and 24 
feet 6 inches long is obtained. This ar- 
rangement is increasing in popularity, for 
it has definite advantages over the small 
living room and separate, formal dining 
room. The design of The Baird is an 
interesting departure from the ordinary 
bungalow style. 
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SPACE ENOUGH IN THE KITCHEN FOR A DINING NOOK. 


le The Revere you will find lots of little nooks that you can convert to useful 
purposes. The one formed in the kitchen by partitioning off the pantry is 
just the place for a small dining set. At the other end of the kitchen is a space 
for brooms, the vacuum cleaner and such; or you can close off this space and 
put a door in it on the hall side, if you like, making a coat closet out of it. Such 
are the possibilities of this little house. 
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MASTER’S BEDROOM WITH TWO LARGE CLOSETS 


VERY family will agree that when 

it is possible to have them, two 
closets for the owner’s bedroom are most 
desirable. In The Dolan these closets 
are on opposite sides of the room, so 
neither occupant of the room will have a 
chance to encroach on the other’s clothes 
closet. The rear bedroom in this house 
has a closet that is larger than two of 
the ordinary kind. There is even a closet 
in the kitchen and another one in the din- 
ing room. Surely here is closet space 
enough for the most insistent house- 
holder or housewife. 
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COMBINATION REAR AND GRADE ENTRY IS CONVENIENT 





T saves mussing up the kitchen by anyone using the basement, such as on 

washdays, when clothes are taken out to be hung up, and when ashes are 
carried out. It gives privacy, too, for on washdays the housewife can lock the 
kitchen door, leaving only the grade door open, and still leave the premises fairly 
secure from intruders. This arrangement also breaks the force of winds for 
the kitchen entrance, producing the effect of a vestibule. In spite of its very 
small over-all dimensions, you will notice that The Gilbert offers you three bed- 
rooms in addition to good sized living and dining rooms. 
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AN ATTRACTIVE BUNGALOW FOR A CORNER LOT

| et ee you often noticed how houses attractive on the outside are often 
disappointing inside, and the other way round? You won’t find any disap- 
pointments here unless you may feel that this house is too large for your lot or 
your pocketbook. As to the lot, notice that the living room-sun parlor end of 
the house can be placed toward the street and the drive can go right by the front 
door—all on a 50-foot lot. Study this plan for its many fine points; only a few 
can be mentioned: the downstairs bedroom and toilet, the relation between the 
kitchen and dining room, the attached garage and nearby lavatory.

HEN there is no upstairs and six rooms have to be crowded into one floor, 

the result is often cramped quarters in the living room, dining room and 
kitchen. The Ecomy does not suffer in this respect, however. This difficulty is 
avoided by placing an extraordinarily wide opening between the living room and 
dining room, so that they seem like one big room. In the service part of the 
house you will find a big kitchen and its space is still further supplemented by 
a daylight pantry, which takes much of the storage equipment out of the kitchen, 
and a large rear entry which contains the refrigerator. Note that the basement 
stairway is equally accessible from the kitchen and the outside.

ERE is an example of what skillful 

planning can do in a small house. 
Four plans have been developed for but 
a single exterior; each has its distinctive 
qualities. This plan is 24 feet square 
in its body. The fireplace is located in 
the center of the house and there is direct 
connection between the kitchen and the 
living room. There is a large pantry off 
the kitchen and upstairs the attic stair- 
way is reached through one of the front 
bedrooms.

HERE is a remark- 

able amount of space 
in this plan, and there is 
perfect communication 
between rooms because of 
the location of the recep- 
tion hall and the grade 
entrance.

ING matter how large your family, you can build a house that will accommo- 
date them and still not spend a fortune. The Wyatt proves this point. 
Here are four bedrooms—enough for a large family as families go now-a-days, 
yet the house is comparatively small and it is of such design and construction 
that it is economical to build. There are no breaks in the roof or jogs in the 
walls to add to the cost of construction. The projecting roof course at the second 
story line could be omitted and the cost still further reduced.

ALLS are nice things to have if you can afford them; but bigger rooms

IREPLACES in the corners of rooms are much commoner in old houses than 
they are in new ones, for some reason or other. Possibly modern house 
planners are afraid to depart from rigid symmetry in laying out their rooms. 
This is a mistake, for such departures as the corner fireplace add interest to the 
room and increase its livability. In the living room here, for example, the 
family can easily gather around this fireplace in perfect comfort, and yet this 
room is not a large one. With the fireplace in the corner, however, one wall of 
the room is not broken up; instead, space is left for movable furniture. 
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DOWNSTAIRS 


OU really don’t need a 
sun parlor in a house 
like this one, for the double 
and triple windows in the 
living room almost make a 
sun room of it. The din- 
ing room is equally well 
supplied with such open- 
ings. If you have good 
views from your house, 
The Cherokee is a good 
plan to think about, for it 
will help you enjoy them.

In this plan 
the fine open stairway, with its spiral newel is not only attractive on the first floor, 
but upstairs there is a hall and a graceful balustrade closes off the stair well. The 
effect from both floors is impressive. While admiring this arrangement, however, 
do not overlook the size of this house. It is a very small house, yet you will find 
commodious rooms inside. 
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HE living porch is enclosed by 

glass in winter and screens in 
summer and is connected with the 
living room in such a way as to 
make one big room of the two.

HAT is an achievement in a house only 24 feet
